'I.  A /pecial  Remedy  for  fore  Eyes,  in  Bull, 
Ox,  Cow,  or  Calf. 

TAKE  fix  egg-fliells  and  put  the  meat  clean 
forth,  then  lay  the  {hells  betwixt  two 
tile  ftones,  and  lay  the  ftones  and  the  (hells  in 
the  hot  glowing  fire,  and  burn  them  well,  and 
cover  the  edge  of  the  tiles  with  clay  for  to  keep 
the  afhes  from  the  (hells;  and  when  they  are 
burnt,  pound  them  to  powder  and  fearfe  them 
finely,  and  with  a quill  blow  the  powder  into 
the  bead's  eye,  and  it  will  mend  prefencly  ; 
but  blow  it  iri  three  times  a day.  Alfo  C2ke 
white  fugar-candy,  pound  it  frnall  and  blend  it 
with  the  aforefaid  powder  of  the  (hells  and  May- 
bufter  ; or,'  for  want  of  that,  take  other  freih 
butter  ( without  fait  ) and  work  it  into  a falve, 
fo  anoint  the  eyes  morning,  noon,  and  night, 
and  it  will  help  them. 

II.  Another  for  fore  Eyes. 

.There's  alfo  a difeafe  on  the  eyes,  which  is 
called  the  inflamation  of  the  eyes , coming  by 
blood,  and  breedeth.  choler  and  blindnefs : Some- 
times the  bead  feeth  a little,  and  foaietimes  not 
at  all.  . \ . 

- The  Cure. 

You  mudfird  cord  'em  in  the  neck,  and  bleed 
them  in  the  temples  under  the  eyes : Let  'em 
bleed  very  well,  and  put  in  fome  burnt  allom 
and  live  honey  mixt  together  every  day,  and 
they  will  mend  for  certain.  Approved. 

III.  For  the  Garget  in  the  Tongue  and  Throat. 
This  difeafe  fometimes  cometh  of  blood,  and 
fome  times  of  eating  poyfonous  grafs,  as  flogs- 
bane,  goofe-foot,  helmet  flowers,  and  all  theie 
are  poylon  either  to  bead  or  fwine. 


The  Cure. 

Take  the  blued  clay  you  can  get,  and  hogs 
greafe,  with  a little  groundfel,  boil  'em  in  new 
milk  until  the  herbs  be  well  boil'd;  then  put  in 
a handful  of  fait,  and  hathe  the  bead  as  hot  as 
you  be  able  to  endure  your  hand;  but  fird  let 
blood  in  the  neck,  giving  them  three  penny- 
worth of  fenugreek;  turmerick,  long  pepper, 
Annifeeds,  liquorice,  all  in  equal  proportions, 
but  three-pence  in  all ; and  give  it  them  m a 
qdart  of  ftrong  ale  or  beer  milk  warm,  fo  they 
w,iM  mend  prefently.1  Approved  of  my f elf.  And 
for  preventing  it,  you  mud  bleed  them  in  the 
fpring  and  fall,  givjrtg  them  fome  rue  in  ftrong 
afe  when  you  have  fo  done. 

IV.  For  the  Garget  in  the  Head  and  Throat,  cs 
fome  do  call  the  Murrain  Long  fought . 

Tnis  gatget  is  coofin-german  to  the  murrain, 
for  they  will  fwell  and  be  puck  under  the  jaws, 
like  a rotten  (heep,  their  cheeks  will  be  fwell'd 
up  to  their  eyes,'  they  will  not  foam  at  the 
mouth,  but  they  run  water  very  much;  fome- 
times their  tongue  will  be  fwelled  at  the  root  • 
and  yet  there  will  be  no  bliders,  but  only  the 
venom  that  cometh  of  a difordered  ftomach,  and 
fo  fuines  up  into  the  head,  which  (if  it  be  not 
dopt)  will  return  unto  the  heart,  and  all  over 
the  body.  The  right  name  of  this  difeafe  is 
called  the  Mountain-Evil  among  beads. 

’ The  Cure. 

Firft  let  them  blood  in  the  necfc-Gein,  both 
fick  and  found,  and  give  unto  every  bead  to 
drink  a pint  of  old  urine,  with  a good  quantity 
of  hen’s  dung  laid  in  deep  eight  or  ten  hours  ; 
grind  for  each  bead  a handful  of  rue,  and  put 
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ro  the  hen’s-dung  and  urine  when  ’tis  (train’d, 
and  give  it  ro  .the  , beads,  lick  and  well,  .but 
more  ret  the- Tick,  and  (el’s  to  the  (baud,  and  it 
■will  cure  the  Tick  arid  preferve  the  found.  Ap- 
proved. . . 

And  ro  keep  them  lound  if  the  lealbn  be 
dmgerous,  you  mull  take  thvme,  and  lay  it  in 
deep  in  white- wine  vioegar,  and  the  beads 
own  water,  with  a hindful. of  fait  bieuded  witty 
the  vinegar  ; then  rub  fheir  mouth  and  tongue 
very  well,  ,and  put  the  red  down  the  bead’s 
throat  ; it  will  keep  their'  domach,  and  preferve 
their  health  ; but  bleed  both  at  fpring  and  fall, 
giving  them  rue,;  as  aforefaid. 

V.  \A  fpeeial  Cure  for  the.  Murrain  in  a Beafi. 

This  difeafe  cornetty,  feveral  Ways;;;  fird -it 
comes  from  ranknefs  of  blood  or  feeding  ; from 
the  corruption  of  the  air,  or  the  infe&ion  of 
other  cattle.  You  rfva y find  this  difeale  by  their 
carriage,  that  is,  they -will  foam  at  thfe  mduth, 
and  blow  very  thick  and  (hart:;  theif  heart  and 
lights  will  beat  very  fore,  tmd  fometiirtes  their 
face  and  chaps  will  lw4lty!dnd  their  eyes  water. 

in  Cu  r e1:  • 

Fird  let  all  your  bead?  blood,  both  fick  and 
found,  and  give  to.the  fick  fome  rue,  fetherfeu, 
fage,.  hylTop,  thyme,  marjoram,  marigolds,  fen- 
nel, tanfey,  lavender,  aqd  fpike,  of  every  one 
a frnall  handful;  boil  all  the  herbs  in  fpring- wa- 
ter, boil  them  from  a gallon  to  a quart,  and 
then  drain  the  liquor  forth  ; put  thereto  fpr 
every  bead  a pint  of  drong  ale,  and  add  to  the 
juice  and  ale  fome  long-pepper  and  green  anni- 
feeds,  peas,  bay-falt,  treacle,  liquorice-powder, 
and  butter.  . Pound  all  thefe.  fpices,  and  .put 
them  to  the  juice  of  the  herbs,  and  fo  givero 
the  fick  a full  pint,  but  to  the  found  half  a pint. 
Approved.  . - - • - - . • 

VI.  Another  excellent  Cure  for  the  Murrain  in 
- Ox , Cow,  or  Calf. 

Firft,  you  mud  take  for  every  bead  a quart 
of  old  wadi,  and  a good  quantity  of  hen’s  dung, 
and  lay  the  hens  dung  to  deep  eight  or  ten 
hours;  then  drain  the  dung  forth,  and  break  to 
every  bead  two  rotten  eggs  into  the  aforenamed 
juice,  and  give  to  every  one  two  pennyworth 
of  (pikenard;  then  blend  all  thefe  together,  and 
give  it  the  bead ; but  firft  let  blood,  both  fick 
and  found,  and  feparate  the  fick  from  the  found. 
Bleed  and  drench  both  horfe  and  fwine,  for  they 
are  both  apt  to  rake  the  difeafe.  Bury  the 
dead  carrion  deep  in  the  ground,  that  the  hogs 
cannot  pull  it  forth  to  feed  on  it,  for  they  are 
thole  that  carry  the  difeafe  from  one  plaee  to 


another ; and  be  careful  where  you  lay  the 
murrain  hide  pf„a  horfe,  or  how  you  take  .off  the 
hide  while  the  bead  is  hot,,  for.  ’jk>  icfe&ons ; 
the  fafed  way  is,  to  bury  the  bead,  hide  and 
all,  for  that  is  the  bed  way;  and  they’ll  be  well 
again  prefen  tty.  . : . V / '• 

VII.  A good  Receipt  to  take  off  an  Ar.berry  or 

> - Wart  on  any  beafi* 

Thisanbcfry  comes  ofblo ocT,  and  k a fpongy 

kind  of  flefh,  full  of  blood  and  water,  growing 
mod  commonly  on  young,  heads,  betwixt  onp, 
year  old  and  four. 

The  Cure. 

If  it  be  of  any  bulk,  fo  that  yoh  cart  tie  any 
thing  about  it,  take  ten  horfe  hairs  and  tie  them 
about  the- wart  as  hard  as  you  can,-  and  once  in 
eight  days  you’ll  fee  it  fall  away,  and  then  you 
may  heal  it  up  with  unllak’d  lime  and  honey  ; 
and  if  it.  be  flat-,  then  you  mud  take  it  off  with’ 
a hot  iron,  and  heal  it  up,  as.  is  (aid  before. 
And  if  jt  be  in  fuch  a place^  as  among  finews 
and  veins,  then  you  mud  eat  it  away  with  ro- 
fulger  and  merciiry,  and  then  ftpp  the  hoI6  with 
fl  ix  and  the  white  of  an  egg  for  two  days  ; and 
then  heal  it  up  with  the  powder  of  unflak’d  ’ 
lime  and  honey,  and  it  will  do  Well.  Approved 
of  myfelf. 

For  all  difeales,  take  common  fait,  poplar- 
root,  and  the  root  of  fea-onioh,  of  each  a ' like 
quantity  ; lay  them  in  water,  then  damp  them, 
and  give  it  in  fpring.  Give  it  about  five  or  fix 
weeks  and  it  preferves  them  all  the  year. 

VIII.  A good  Receipt  for  a Madnefs  in  the  Head 

of  Bull,  Ox,  or  Cow. 

For  madsiels  in  the  head,  it  proceedeth  from  j 

blood.  ' v':  c ,jv. 

The  Cure. 

Firft  cord  them  iu  the  neck,  let  ’em  blood,  ip 
the  temples,  under  the  eyes, . and  in  the  ears  ; 
let  them  blood  very  well,  and  give  them  fen-  ' 
ugreek,  Turmerick,  long  pepper,  and  green  An-  ' 
nifeeds,  all  alike  in  portions,  and  but  three 
pennyworth  in  the  whole,  with  the  juice  of  rue, 
or  elfe  very  frnall  grainsj  put  altogether;  give  it 
them  in  a quart  of  drong  ale  of  beer  milk  warm, 
but  give  one  half  of  the  thinned  in  at  their  no-  ' 
drils,  and  the  red  at  their  mouth. 

This  difeafe  is  eafily  found  'oat,  for  they  will 
reel  as  they  go,  and  fet  thetr  head 'into  the  • 
neck,  or^againd  4 wall  of  a gate,  and  two.  mei^ 
can  hardly  ftjr,  them.  And  thus  much  for  this 
difeafe^  for  I have  approved  it. 

| IX.  For  the  Car  get  in  the  Maw. 
i For  the  garget  in  the  maw,  you  may  per- 
ceive it  by  their  drooping,  andheavinefs  in  their 

head 
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head,  and  hanging  down  of  their  head  and  ears, 
their  heart  will  beat  very  fore,  and  many  times 
they’ll  be  very  coftive  in  their  body,  and  will 
not  eat  any  thing,  but  fit  continually. 

The  Cure * 

Let  them  blood  in  the  neck  vein,  and  let 
them  bleed  very  well  ; then  draw  your  cord  and 
take  rue,  plantane,  fouthernwood,  wormwood, 
ftiepherds-purfe,  fmallage,  calewort,  if  you  can 
conveniently  get  them  of  each  half  a handful ; 
bruile  them  very  fmall  ; take  a handful  of  hens 
dung,  and  lay  it  in  fteep  in  a pint  of  old  walh 
eight  hours,  and  then  ftrain  forrh  the  hens 
dung,  and  put  the  herbs  and  wafh  together; 
then  put  a full  quart  of  ftrong  ale  to  the 
herbs  and  wafh,  and  fet  them  on  the  fire  until 
one  half  is  boiled  away  ; then  ftrain  them  over 
again,  “and  put  in  an  ounce  of  treacle,  one 
fpoonful  of  the  juice  of  garlick,  and  fome  anni- 
feeds,  together  with  fome  liquorice  powder: 
Blend  all  together,  and  give  to  the  beaft  milk- 
warm  ; it  is  fpecial  good  for  the  murrain,  or 
for  any  garget,  or  long-foughc  whatever,  it 
will  cure  them,  approved. 

X.  For  the  Yellows  in  the  whole  Body. 

This  difeafe  is  forerunner  of  all  difeafes,  and 
is  the  fooneft  found  out ; for  they  will  be  yellow 
in  their  ears,  eyes,  and  in  the  tail  end,  nay, 
fometimes  all  over  the  body. 

The  Cure. 

You  mud  bleed  them  in  the  ears  and  in  the 
tail  very  well,  and  put  fome  fait  in  their  ears, 
but  rub  them  between  your  hands  when  they 
are  blooded,  to  make  them  bleed,  and  then 
give  them  two  handfuls  of  fait  down  their 
throat  dry  over-night,  and  in  the  morning  give 
them  fenugreek,  turmerick,  long  pepper,  an- 
nifeeds,  and  liquorice,  but  two-pence  in  all: 
The  whole  made  into  powder,  and  given  in  a 
quart  of  ale  milk  warm,  is  very  good  for  the 
overflowing  of  the  gall,  Approve  d< 

XI  For  the  Worm  in  the  Jail. 

For, the  worm,  you  may  prefently  perceive 
it  by  the  tail,  for  fometimes  the  hair  will  go  off 
where  the  worm  lieth,  and  mod  commonly  the 
joints  of  fome  of  them  is  eaten  afunder,  which 
you  may  feel  knock  one  befides  the  other. 
Many  perfons  conceive,  that  when  a heart’s 
tail  is  foft  below  towards  the  end,  they  have 
the  worm : but  they  are  meerly  miftaken,  for 
every  bean  hath  fo. 

The  Cure. 

You  mud  be  fure  that  you  flit  the  fkin  of  the 
under  fide,  above  the  decayed  joint,  juft  againft

i the  vein,  and  prick  the  vein  that  it  bleed  very 
well  ; then  take  garlick,  butter,  and  fait,  bind 
it  to,  and  it  will  mend;  flic  but  their  gums 
againft  every  tooth,  fo  rub  them  with  fait,  and 
they  will  grow  faft. 

XII.  For  the  making  of  Blend-water. 

This  difeafe  is,  as  fome  do  call  it,  the  More - 
hough  ; ’tis  a dileafe  that  comes  feveral  ways:' 
Firlr,  it  cometh  of  blood  ; and  f'econdlv,  it 
cometh  from,  the  yellows,  which  is  the  rirjgfea-. 
,der  of  all  difeafes;  and  thirdly,  comes  by  change 
of  ground;  which  being  hard,  breadeth  this 
difeale,  and  if  they  have  not  help  in  fix  days, 
they  will  be  paft  relief. 

The  Cure. 

This  receipt  never  fail’d  ; Take  a quart  of 
new  churn’d  milk,  and  a good  piece  of  lean  and 
fait  hung  beef,  then  lay  it  upon  the  coals,  and 
burn  it  as  black  as  a coal ; when  it  is  cold,  pound 
it  to  powder.  A'fo  take  a pennyworth  of  bole- 
armoniack,  and  pound  it,  and  a handful  of 
fhepherds  purfe,  and  put  all  together  and  give 
it  to  the  beaft,  for  it  never  fail’d  me. 

XII 1.  A good  Receipt  for  the  Water- Murrain. 

This  difeafe  cometh  of  ranknefs  of  blood,  and 
chiefly  it  takes  thofe  that  are  young,  betwixt 
one  year  old  and  three.  This  difeafe  is  eafy 
to  find  out,  for  they  fwell  on  the  back  and  both 
fides  the  chine,  and  if  they  have  not  prefent 
help  they’ll  die  : The  hide  will  be  puffed  up  to 
the  fhoulder  blade  on  both  fides. 

The  Cure. 

You  mud  firft  let  them  blood  in  the  neck, 
and  give  them  fome  fenugreek,  turmerick, 
long  pepper,  fpikenard,  all  made  into  powder, 
and  give  it  them  in  ale  or  beer,  milk  warm. 
And  for  the  fwelling  on  the  back,  you  mud  take 
three  handfuls  of  fait,  a pint  of  fpring  water, 
and  a pint  <of  whitewine  vinegar,  alfo  a little 
allom,  but  pound  it,  and  put  them  all  together, 
beating  it  with  a flice  till  it  be  white  like  milk; 
then  bathe  the  fwell’d  places  very  well,  and  it 
will  dry  up  the  rheum,  for  they  will  be  well 
prefently.  Approved. 

And  for  the  preventing  of  this  difeafe,  bleed- 
ing  is  beft  in  time  : Alfo  if  they  be  fuelled 
very  much  on  the  back,  rowel  them  on  both 
fides  behind  the  fhoulder  blade  againft  the  heart, 
and  put  in  fome  hair  to  keep  the  holes  open, 
and  they  will  mend  prefently.  Approved. 

XIV.  A good  Receipt  for  the  Rifmg  in  the  Body 
and  fwelling  behind. 

For  the  rifing  in  the  body  and  fwelling  be- 
hind, you  tnuft  look  into  their  mouths,  and 

behind 
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behind  for  blitters  ; if  they  have  any,  you  mutt 
break  them  firft,  and  then  let  them  blood  un 
der  the  tail,  and  then  let  them  be  raked  with 
a little  hand  in  their  bodies  behind,  for  to  break 
the  blitters  in  the  body,  and  give  them  a quart 
of  churn  milk,  fome  foot  of  the  chimney,  bole- 
armoniack,  a red  onion,  an  egg,  Ihell  and  all, 
mix  'em  together  and  give  it,  and  they  will 
mend  prefently  without  fail,  but  walk  them. 

XV.  For  the  towering  Long -fought,  that  is  Hide- 

bound. 

This  difeafe  commonly  comes  to  thofe  that 
ate  in  poverty,  and  low  of  flelli  : The  figns 
are,  they  will  look  frozenly  on  their  fides,  their 
hide  will  grow  fatt  to  their  back,  and  their  eyes 
fink  in  their  head;  they  will  whet  their  teeth, 
and  not  chew  their  cud ; and  they  will  go  by 
themfelves,  and  care  not  for  their  fellows. 

The  Cure . 

You  mutt  firft  bleed  them  in  the  neck  vein, 
then  take  a handful  of  rue,  hyffop,  fage, 
fetherfeu,  fouthernwood,  rofemary,  every  one 
of  thefe  herbs  a handful  : Chop  and  grind 
thefe  together,  then  take  a quart  of  ftrong  ale 
or  beer  and  put  to  the  herbs,  and  ftir  them  to- 
gether, and  then  (train  the  herbs  as  well  as  pol- 
ilbly  you  can  from  the  ale ; and  then  take  long 
pepper,  fenugreek,  turmerick,  annifeeds,  and 
liquorice  powder  ; make  all  thefe  into  powder, 
airii  take  two  pennyworth  of  fallad  oyl ; mix  all 
thefe  with  the  juice  of  the  herbs  and  ale,  make 
them  milk  warm,  and  fo  give  it  to  the  beaft ; 
apd  if  they  be  weak  and  far  fpent,  then  you 
rauft  cut  them  in  the  dew- lap,  and  put  in  fome 
bears-foot,  or  fpear  grafs,  with  fait  and  butter, 
and  they  will  mend  prefently.  Approved. 

XVI.  For  the / cowring  Long-fought  that  flinketh. 

This  difeafe.  fometimes  cometh  of  blood,  and 
fpmetimes  by  diftemper  of  body,  either  by  over- 
heating or  by  unwholefome  fodder,  which  will 
bread  laxativenefs.  1 he  figns  are  apparent  to 
be  feen  in  their  fcouriug  and  (linking. 

The  Cure. 

Firft,  let  blood  in  the  neck- vein,  and  then 
take  fenugreCK,  turmerick,  long  pepper  and 
grain,  annifeeds,  liquorice  powder,  half  a pound 
of  allom,  and  a good  quantity  of  charcoal ; make 
all  thefe  into  powder  ; then  take  rue,  fage,  1 
wild  mint,  parfley,  fouthernwood,  woraiweod, 
rofemary,  hyffop  ; chop  and  grind  of  every  one 
of  thefe  half  a handful  as  fmail  as  you  can,  and 
put  two  gills  of  white  wine  vinegar  to  the  herbs; 
role  all  together,  and  then  ttrain  the  herbs 
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forth,  putting  to  them  a little  ale,  and  role 
them  again ; and  then  drain  that  forth  which  is 
left,  and  put  all  the  juice  together,  fo  blend 
the  juied  with  the  ’foredienttoned  powder,  and 
put  to  a quart  of  ftrong  ale  or  beer,  and  give 
it  the  beaft  milk  warm,  and  they  will  mend  in 
one  night.  Approved.  . Alfo,  you  may  then, 
take  a quart  of  tanner's  ooze,  charcoal-flower 
and  chalk,  allom  and  burnt  clay,  or  very  well 
burnt  tobacco-pipes,  pounded  to  powder  and 
finely  fearfed ; blend  all  thefe  with  the  ftrongeft 
ooze  you  can  get,  and  give  it  the  beaft  milk 
warm,  and  they  wiU  mend  in  twelve  hours,  I 
am  fureu  Approvedl 

XVII.  For  the  fuelling  Foul. 

It  comes  of  blood  and  waterifli  rheum,  which 
falleth  into  the  legs,  and  eaufes  a fweliing  fome- 
times in  all  four  legs. 

The  Cure. 

You  tmift  caft  the  beaft  and  tie  their  feet  to- 
gether, then  take  a (harp  knife  and  (lit  the  (kin 
an  inch  above  the  heel- under  the  fetlock  joint, 
(freight  up  and  down,  for  fear  of  cutting  the 
finews  ; then  get  nettles,  garlick,  and  fair,  and 
hruife  them  together,  fo  bind  them  on,  but  re- 
move the  plaifter  within  a night  and  a day,  and 
they  will  be  well  prefently.  Approved  of  myfelf. 

XVI 1 1.  For  the  Foul  betwixt  the  Claws,,  that 

comes  by  Sand,  Stub,  or  Filth  of  the  Earth. 

Firft  you  muft  caft  the  beads  and  tie  their 
feet,  and  with  a (harp  knife  pare  off  what  is 
dead,  and  rub  it  very  well  to  make  it  bleed ; 
and  then  take  dry  verdigreafe  and  bruife  it  fmail, 
then  dry  off  the  blood  and  lay  it  on  again,  and 
then  take  hogs  greale  and  dip  it  in  the  verdi- 
greafe, fo  bind  it  on  with  a linen  cloth,  and  by 
keeping  it  dry  one  night  it  will  be  well.  And 
if  they  chance  to  have  a wart  grow  betwixt  their 
claws,  or  in  the  heel,  you  muft  pare  it  y/ith  a 
knife,  and  let  it  bleed  very  well,  then  take  a 
hot  iron  and  fear  it ; fo  then  take  tar,  ^yellow 
wax  and  butter  melted  together  on  the  fire, 
lay  it  on  with  a tent  of  flax,  and  bind  it  oh  wifh 
a cloth,  and  it  will  be  well  prefently.  Approved. 

XIX.  A good  Receipt  for  the  Evil. 

This  evil  is  foon  found  out,  by  realcm  of  its 
taking  their  limbs  from  them : Sometimes  it 
takes  them  in  the  neck,  and  fometimes  in  their 
legs,  and  oftentimes  in  both;  but  if  it  do  take 
them  in  their  limbs,  'tis  very  hard  to  recover 
them. 

The  Cure. 

Take  rofemary,  fage,  unfet  hyffop,  wood- 
bine leaves,  of  each  a good  handful,  and  two 

handfuls 
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handfuls  of  burdock  leaves  ; boil  all  thefe  in  a 
gallon  of  fpring  Water  till  it  come  to  a quart  ; 
then  drain  forth  the  herbs,  and  melt  therein 
half  a pound  of  roach-allom,  fo  put  it  into  an 
earthen  pot,  and  keep  it  clofe  from  the  wind, 
and  give  it  the  beads  up  their  noftrils  by  fix 
fpoonfuls  at  a time,  and  no  more,  each  noftril 
three  fpoonfuls,  and  fo  do  three  times  a day, 
and  no  more  ; give  it  them  as  long  as  the  liquor 
lafteth,  and  it  will  help  them,  approved.  But 
firft  let  them  blood  in  the  tail,  and  let  them 
bleed  very  well,  there’s  no  queftion  of  their 
mending. 

XX.  For  the  Speed  in  the  hinder  Parts. 

This  difeafe  may  well  be  called  the  Speed, 
becaule  it  either  mendeth  or  endefh  in  three 
days  time,  and  taketh  them  in  the  hinder  parts  ; 
it  cometh  of  the  ranknefs  of  blood,  and  it  is 
catching  among  young  cattle,  betwixt  one  year 
old  and  three,  and  none  elfe  : it  alfo  cometh  for 
want  of  blooding. 

The  Cure. 

Give  them  {alt  and  whitewine  blended  toge- 
ther; and  thofe  that  are  well,  blood  them  in 
the  neck  vein,  but  thofe  that  are  fick  bleed  in 
the  tail,  and  let  them  bleed  very  well;  then 
cart  them,  tie  their  feet,  and  take  a fharp  knife 
and  flic  a hole  two  inches  long,  in  the  inlide  of 
the  hinder  legs  above  the  hollow  of  the  gam- 
brel, {freight  up  and  down,  for  fear  of  cutting 
a vein  or  Anew  ; and  make  fome  room  with  your 
finger  for  to  put  in  fome  fpeargrafs,  fait  and 
butter;  then  give  them  a quart  of  ale  and  fome 
rue,  fage,  fetherfeu,  and  (purge  ground  fine 
and  put  into  it,  but  let  it  be  lukewarm.  You 
muft  not  drive  them  above  twelve  hours;  if 
you  do,  they  will  be  paft  help.  If  they  be  ta- 
ken while  they  can  ftand,  they  are  curable.  Ap. 
proved. 

XXI;  For  the  Pantfts, 

^his  difeafe  is  called  the  pantos,  becaufe  it 
cometh  by  eating  foul  four  grals,  or  dry  harfh 
grafs  in  fummer,  which  doth  not  go  forth  of 
their  maw,  but  maketh  them  go  with  a fhort 
grunt,  and  go  but.  a-  little  way,  and  ftand  as  if 
they  were  not  able  to  go  half  a mile. 

The  Cure , 

Take  a quart  of  half-churn’d  milk  with  the 
butter  in  it,  and  take  a good  garlick  head,  or 
two  little  ones,  and  peel  them  as  if  they  were 
to  eat,  fo  bruife  them  ; then  take  a pennyworth 
of  the  fiaeft  tar  that  you  can  get,  and  a good 
handful  of  the  fineft  feathers  that  can  be  got, 
without  ftums,  for  fear  of  (ticking  in  the  beafts 
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throat;  beat  all  thefe  together,  and  if  they 
chance  to  go  in  lumps,  put  them  together  and 
beat  in  a little  foot ; fo  give  it  the  beafts,  and 
they  will  be  well  in  24  hours.  Approved. 

XXII.  A good  Receipt  for  the  Biting  of  * 
Shrew  -moufe. 

The  bite  of  a Shrew-moufe  is  as  venomous  ai 
the  (ling  of  a wafp  ; for  if  (h$  bite  either  man 
or  beaft,  it  will  fwell  immediately. 

The  Cure. 

Firft  open  the  Ikin  and  let  out  the  venom;  then 
you  muft  take  parfly-feed  and  boil  it  with  white 
wine,  fallad  oil,  and  hogs  greafe;  alfo  take 
fome  powder  of  burnt  barley  and  blend  it,  and 
make  it  like  a falve,  fo  anoint  the  fore  till  it  be 
well.  This  is  good  to  cure  the  biting  of  Hedge, 
hogs,  or  the  dinging  of  Hornets. 

XXIII.  For  the  flinging  of  Adders  and  Scorpions, 
or  the  biting  of  a Hedgehog  or  Shrew. 

For  the  flinging  and  biting  of  thefe  venomous 
creatures,  take  the  oil  of  fcorpions  and  vinegar* 
with  plantain,  and  belearmoniack  made  thick  like 
a (alve,  and  anoint  the  place  fo  aggriev’d  thrice 
a day.  Alfo  take  draggons  blood,  fome  barley 
meal,  and  the  whites  of  eggs,  beat  thefe  toge- 
ther, and  lay  them  on  plaifter-wife  to  the  fore  ; 
by  renewing  it  once  in  twelve  hours,  ’twill  help 
them  for  this,  and  for  dinging  of  hornets. 
Approved. 

XXIV.  For  an  Ox  or  Cow  that  has  lofl  their 
Appetite. 

For  the  beafts  that  are  tired  by  labour,  and 
have  loft  their  appetite,  you  muft  caufe  them 
to  fwallow  raw  eggs  well  beaten  with  honey, 
vinegar,  and  fait.  Alfo  give  them  horehound 
made  into  fine  powder  to  drink,  and  it  will 
help  the  appetite. 

Alfo  damp  the  tops  of  rue,  leeks,  finallage, 
and  (age,  and  give  it  them  to  drink  in  white 
wine  or  ale,  and  it  will  help  their  appetites. 

Alfo  for  the  fweliing  of  the  palate  of  the 
mouth,  take  a (harp  knife  and  lance  it,  to  let 
out  the  water  and  blood,  and  rub  the  flit  with 
.water  and  fait,  and  ’twill  do  well. 

XXV.  A Remedy  for  the  lofs  of  the  Cud. 

Beafts  fomeiimes  lofe  their  cud  by  chance; 
and  if  fo,  they  will  mourn;  and  fometimes  by 
flcknefe  and  poverty. 

The  Cure. 

Take  four  leyen  of  rye  bread  and  fait,  and 
beat  it  in  a mortar  with  man’s  urine  and  barm  ; 
make  a big  ball  or  two  of  it,  put  them  down 
the  throat  of  the  beafts,  and  they  will  do  well. 
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If  cramp’d,  rub  their  knees,  legs,  and  thighs 
with  fait  and  oil. 


XX  Vi.  For  the  Lungs  growing  of  any  Beafi. 

if  the  lungs  of  a beaft  is  very  oft  fubjedl  to 
ficknefs  or  (topping,  as  will  appear  by  their 
coughing  and  hofting,  and  fome times  hanging 
forth  their  tongues  a great  while  after  their 
•hofting,  which  is  a grea;  fign  of  their  lungs 
growing ; there’s  no  other  medicines  for  this 
difeale  but  the  two  following. 

The  Cure. 

You  muft  take  a pint  of  tanner’s  ooxe,  blend 
it  with  a pint  of  new  milk,  an  ounce  of  brown 
ftigarcandy  two  pennyworth  of  fallad  oil,  and 
two  fpoonfuls  of  tar,  fo  give  it  to  the  beaft 
warm  at  twice. 

Alfo  you  muft  give  them  two  balls  (each  as 
big  as  an  egg)  of  tar,  butter,  garlick,  and  fugar 
candy  blended  together,  and  it  will  mend  them 
prefently.  Approved.  v'  1 

XXVII.  To  kill  Worms  in  Ox,  Cow , or  Calf. 

Nothing  is  better  ro  kill  worms  in  cattle  than 
pounded  favin  and  black  foap,  blended  with  a 
quart  of  fweet  wort,  and  give  them  in  a morn- 
ing farting;  but  keep  them  without  food  for 
three  hours  after. 

Alfo  a handful  of  mugwort,  or  of  woodfage, 
or  garlick,  or  wormwood  ; any  of  thefe  (train’d 
and  given  in  ale. 


XXVIU.  A good  Receipt  for  a Beajl  that  is 
Dewboulne  at  Spring  or  in  Eddige-time 
' For  this  dewboulne  you  muft  firft  let  them 
•Mood  in  the  tail,  and  then  take  a nutmeg  and 
grate  it,  then  get  an  egg  and  take  off  the  top 
of  the  (hell,  put  out  fo-  much  of  the  white  as 
you  may  put  the  nutmeg  into  the  (hell,  then 
blend  them  together,  and  put  it  down  your 
beads  throat,  (hell  and  all ; fo  walk  them  up  and 
down,  and  they  will  mend  prefently. 

This  fwelling  mod  commonly  cometh  when 
the  grafs  is  watry,  and  then  ’tis  full  of  wind 
alfo,  fo  that  then  the  beaft  lappeth  up  both 
wind  and  water,  and  that  caufeth  them  to  fwell ; 
bnt  ftir  them  up  and  down,  caufe  them  to  purge, 
and  they’ll  do  well. 

There’s  lefs  danger  in  putting  them  to  wet 
eddige  than  to  dry  ; for  the  dry  eddige  will  not 
go  through  their  maws  fo  eafily  when  *tis  dry, 
and  the  beads  hungry. 

XXIX.  A good  way  to  Imbed  Milk. 

If  your  cow  chance  to  have  a calf  and  be  poor, 
or  to  calve  before  her  time,  and  hath  not  milk 
for  to  keep  her  calf,  you  muft  give  her  good 
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(tore  of  mafiies  of  malt  milk  warm  ; alfo,  glvff 
her  every  morning  and  evening  a quart  of  ale 
made  into  a poffet,  but  take  off  the  curd,  ant 
put  in  annifeeds,  cummimceds,  letticefeeds,  ant 
corianderfeeds,  all  made  into  powd-..*,  indblenc! 
them  with  the  police ; let  ’em  (land  three  hours 
blended  together,  and  then  give  it  the  be  eft  for 
four  days,  one  after  another,  and  by  often 
drawing  of  her  paps,  her  milk  will  be  fore  to 
increafe  mightily  in  a (hort  time. 

XXX.  For  to  get  a Beafi  a St, amici  when  he  it 

weary  and  tired. 

When  a beaft  is  tire  J or  weary,  it. may  be 
through  weaknels  and  poverty  of  his  body,  it  will 
bring  lome  dileafe  or  other  upon  him. 

1 o prevent  that,  and  bring  him  to  a ftomach, 
take  a little  handful  of  fait  and  white,  wine  vi- 
negar, and  rub  lis  mouth  and  tongue  very  well, 
then  put  the  reft  down  his  throat,  and  he  will 
feed  prefently. 

XXXI.  For  Sorbating  offwoln  Foot  of  any  Beafi. 

As  this  forfeiting  comes  by  fore  travel  of 

work,  which  caufeth  lainenefs  and  fretting  of 
the  foot. 

The  Cure. 

You  muft  boil  honey  and  hogs-greafe  in  white 
wine  until  it  be  thick  like  pap,  and  lay  it  on  the 
foot  a good  thicknefs  and  let  it  lie  on  j days  be* 
fore  you  move  it. 

Alfo,  for  a fwoln  foot,  take  half  a handful 
of  elder  leaves,  a few  leaves  of  grundfel,  a few 
crops  of  chickweed,  and  a little  houfeleek  and 
(wines-greafe ; beat  them  all  together  in  a mor- 
tar till  they  be  like  a falve,  lay  it  on  plailter-wife, 
and  it  will  take  down  the  fwelling  without  fail. 

XXX II.  For  (lunching  the  blood  of  any  Beajl 
cut  or  hurt,  and  how  to  make  a Salve  to  hetil  it. 

Firft,  if  you  chance  to  have  any  beaft  cut  or 
hurt,  you  muft  rake  a hare’s  or  rabbit’s  Wool, 
and  fill  the  cut  or  flit  full  of  it  ; fo  hold  It  to 
with  your  hand,  or  bind  it  faft  with  fome  firing; 
then  burn  the  upper  leather  of  an  old  (hoe,  and 
take  the  afties  of  it  and  drew  among  the  wool, 
and  that  will  (lay  the  bleeding;  but  let  it  ly  on 
24  hours  before  you  take  it  off. 

The  Cure. 

Take  a little  wax,  honey,  turpentiae,  f wines, 
greafe,  and  wheat  flower,  fee  them  all  on  the 
fire,  and  let  them  boil  gently ; ftir  and  blend 
them  together,  then  take  them  from  the  fire 
and  ufe  them  at  your  leifure.  And  if  there  be 
a ait  of  any  deepnefs,  lay  in  a tent  of  flax  or 
linen  cloth  dip’d  in  the  falve,  hut  lay  a planter 
v of

of  the  fame  over  it ; fo  let  it  ly  on  24  h°urs  5 
then  remove  it,  and  that  is  enough  j it  will 
heal  for  certain,  approved. 

XXXI II.  For  to  keep  an  Ox  found 

Fo.  to  keep  an  ox  found,  you  muft  wafh  his 
uv  . n with  his  own  vvat?r  and  whitewine  vi- 
r-yar  once  in  12  days,  and  it  will  bring  a great 
deal  of  phlegm  and  water  off,  which  would 
take  away  his  ftomaeh  and  caufe  him  to  h^ng 
his  ears,  and  have  weeping  eyes.  Alfo,  wa(h 
his  mouth  with  white  wine  vinegar  and  thyme 
ftamp’d  in  a lit  tie  fait;  walh  his  tongue  very 
well,  and  he’ll  have  a very  good  ftomaeh  again 

XXXIV.  For  the  Fever  in  a beafi. 

A fever  may  be  taken  in  the  heat  of  Sum- 
mer, by  driving  or  hard  labour,  or  by  drinking 
cold  water  when  they  are  exceeding  hot,  and  lo 
caufe  a ftiaking  on  them  at  firft,  and  afterwards 
produce  a fever. 

The  Signs . They  will  be  very  heavy  in  the 
head,  have  fwoln  eyes,  an  extreme  heat  in  their 
bodies,  and  their  hair  will  liand  of  a fweat  upon 
their  backs. 

The  Cure. 

You  muft  cut  fome  grafs,  and  give  them  fome 
lettice  among  it,  to  cool  their  bodies,  and  the 
next  morning  let  them  blood  in  the  neck  vein ; 
then  give  them  the  juice  of  purilain  blended 
with  gum-dragon,  Annifeeds,  the  powder  of 
damafk-rofes,  and  put  into  it  a quart  of  ftrong 
ale,  fweeten  it  with  honey ; then  blend  all 
together,  and*give  it  them  three  mornings  one 
after  another  milk  warm;  keep  them  warm, 
and  they  will  mend  prefently.  Approved* 

XXXV.  For  the  Scab  on  a Beaji. 

For  the  fcab  on  a beaft,  take  his  own  water, 
fait,  butter,  and  white  wine  vinegar,  with  a 
little  falad  oil  and  brimftone,  blend  them  toge- 
ther  and  rub  it  on.  and  the  beaft  will  mend 
4>refently. 

XXXVI.  For  a dry  Hoarfenefs  or  Cough  in  a 
Beaft . 

This  hoarfenefs  or  cough  in  ox  or  cow  muft  be 
carefully  look*d  to,  or  it  will  grow  in  time  to  a 
worfe  dtfeafe,  therefore  ’tis  good  to  prevent  it* 

The  Cure. 

Take  the  drftil’d  water  of  hyffop,  or  elfe  the 
deception  of  mint  and  hyffop  together,  with  the 
juice  of  leeks,  and  give  it  withjoil  of  olives  and 
a little  garlkk,  for  there  hath  not  been  fo  long 
a cough  known,  but  this  medicine  hath  helpecl 
at.  Sometimes,  if  it  be  an  caly  hoarfenefs,  you 
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may  give  them  tar  with  honey  water,  and  it 
will  help  them  for  certain.  Approved. 

XXXVII.  Another  good  Receipt  for  purging 
Cattle. 

As  there’s  nothing  better  for  purging  cattle 
in  the  fpring  before  they  go  to  gra/s,  than  to 
keep  them  in  the  houfe  a week,  fo  give  them 
heartlhorn  and  common  fait  boil’d  together 
war  n : Alfo  give  them  tar,  butter,  honey, 
brown  lugarcandy,  and  the  powder  of  the  leaves 
of  'aurel.  either  in  balls  or  in  warm  water  ; and 
when  they  go  to  grafs,  within  a week  after 
bleed  them,  and  give  them  a pint  of  ale  warm. 
This  is  called  the  Prefervation  of  health  to  any 
cattle  that  is  ready  to  feed,  or  any  other  lervice^ 

XXXVIII.  Another  good  Receipt  for  the  Fever 
in  Beuflsy  either  in  Winter  or  Summer. 
Cattle  may  fometimes  get  the  fever  in  winter 
as  well  as  in  fummer,  (if  the  beaft  be  low  in 
fl-fb)  by  drinking  cold  water,  (elpecially  in  a 
morning)  they  will  begin  to  fhake  and  tremble  ; 
and  if  they  catch  the  fever,  they’ll  tremble, 
have  heavy  eyes,  and  groan  and  froath  at  the 
mouth. 

The  Cure . 

Firft  let  them  blood,  then  give  them  a quart 
of  ale,  four  roots  of  plantane,  and  two  ipoon- 
fuls  of  the  beft  London  treacle  ; then  fprinkle 
their  meat  with  water,  and  they’ll  recover. 
Approved. 

XXXIX.  For  an  inward  Sicknefs  in  Cattle. 

If  you  cannot  find  out  the  dileafe  of  the  beaft* 
take  a quart  of  ale  and  a handful  of  wormwood, 
a handful  of  rue,  and  a handful  of  rofemary,  all 
being  bruited  in  a mortar,  and  then  boiled,  ftrain 
the  herbs  forth  very  well,  and  add  two  fpoon- 
fuls  of  the  juice  of  garlick,  as  much  of  the  juice 
of  houfeleek,  and  as  much  treacle  ; mix  them  to- 
gether, and  give  it  to  the  beafts  milk  warm, 
and  they’ll  mend.  Approved. 

XL.  For  a fucking  Calf  that  fcoureth. 

You  muft  take  a pint  of  verjuice,  and  clay 
that  is  burnt  till  »t  be  red,  or  very  well  burpt 
tobacco-pipes,  pound  them  to  powder  and  fearfe 
them  very  finely  ; put  to  it  a little  powder  of 
charcoal,  then  blend  them  together  and  give  it 
to  the  calf,  and  he  will  mend  in  a night’s  time 
for  certain. 

XLl.  For  the  Dtfeafe  in  Beafts  called  the  Sturdy, 

• .3  <<?r  Turning.  Efyil. 

Of -this  dtfeafe  there  are  many  kinds;  one  jn 
the  brain-pan,  of  one  fide  or  both ; another 
under  the  root  of  the  horn,  an<J  another  jn  the 
neck  joint : If  It  be  in  the  neck  joint,  or  under 

the 
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the  horn,  it  is  incurable.  As  for  that  in  the 
neck  joint,  you  may  find  it  out  by  their  carriage 
for  they  will  hold  up  their  heads  in  the  air,  and 
look  wildly  ; and  for  the  other  under  the  horn, 
they  will  run  round  None  of  thefe  are  cura- 
ble but  that  in  the  brain-pan. 

The  Cure. 

You  mud  firft:  call  them  and  bind  their  feet, 
then  flit  the  Ikin  againft  the  braiu-pan,  and 
with  a kneedle  and  a long  double  thread  flitch 
up  the  Ikin  out  of  your  way,  and  then  take  a 
ftrong  (hurt  knife  and  a hammer,  and  cut  the 
fcaup  two  inches  fquare,  fo  turn  it  up-  and  then 
you  may  fee  the  bladder;  then  take  it  out  very 
carefully  for  fear  of  breaking  it,  and  caft  it  away, 
and  anoint  the  place  with  frelh  butter,  always 
applying  warm  cloths  for  fear  of  the  cold ; be 
very  careful  that  you  lay  the  fcaup  on  again  in 
the  right  place,  and  fo  turn  down  the  Ikin  and 
flitch  it  down  with  fome  filk  cldfe  together ; 
then  make  a plaifter  of  turpentine,  wax,  rofin, 
and  fwines  greafe  or  frelh  butter,  and  a plaifler 
of  flaxhards,  and  lay  on  four  or  live  doubles  of 
woollen  cloth,  for  to  keep  it  from  wind  and 
weather  : Remove  the  plaifter  once  in  five  days, 
and  be  careful  of  cold  ; let  them  drink  no  cold 
water  for  fix  or  ten  days  or  more,  and  they  will 
do  well.  Approved  of  my f elf  \ 

XLlI.  For  Blood  puffing. 

Take  peonygrafs,  fcabiou%  and  camomile,  of 
each  a pugil  or  little  handful,  bruife  cloves  or 
cinamon  ; boil  thefe  ir.  a quart  of  vinegar,  or 
verjuice,  which  you  can  moft  conveniently  get, 
and  give  hot  to  the  beaft  fading  with  a drench- 
ing horn,  a pint  in  a morning,  and  if  you  fee 
this  flops  it  not,  gi/e  three  or  four  mornings 
-the  like  quantity  : Or  give  him  adifhful  of  the 
curds  of  runnet  in  a quart  of  milk,  and  fo  fall 
four  hours. 

XL  III.  For  Goring. 

If  one  beaft  hath  gored  another,  or  hurts  do 
happen  by  flakes  in  leaping,  make  a plaifler  of 
yeft,  tar,  afhes  of  the  vine,  and  turpentine  ; 
apply  it  to  the  wound,  wafhing  it  firft  with 
urine,  and  when  you  lav  on  the  plaifler,  anoint 
with  oil  of  linfeed  and  fpike. 

XLIV.  For  the  Stringhalt. 

You  muft  bleed  between  the  claws,  and  rub 
> it  with  (alt  and  falact  oil.  then  bathe  the  thigh, 
leg,  and  foot  with  healmg  ointment  ol  Camo- 
mile, mallows,  hogs-greafe,  and  oil  of  turpen- 
tine. 
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XLV.  For  the  Lafk,  or  great  f cowing. 

T ake  elderberries,  cr  their  juice,  dry’d  floes, 
acorns  dry'd  and  beaten  to  powder,  give  thefe 
in  a quart  of  vinegar  or  verjuice  a pint  in  a 
morning,  or  (for  want  of  thefe)  in  very  dale 
beer. 

You  may  give  powder  of  floes  mixt  with  fome 
water  or  verjuice. 

XLVI.  An  unwerfal  Remedy  for  poifons  lick’d  up. 

The  biting  of  any  venomous  creatures,  pains 
in  the  body,  worms  coming  out  of  the  funda- 
ment, Ihortnefs  of  breath,  confumption,  or  in- 
ternal hurts  or  bruifes 

Take  the  inner  rhind  of  elder  and  longworr, 
each  a handful,  of  long  pepper  and  liquorice  each 
an  ounce,  rue  a fmall  handful,  annifeeds,  cunt- 
minfeeds,  and  turmerick,  finely  beaten,  each  an 
ounce,  a root  of  garlick  bruis'd,  madder  two 
ounces;  boil  thefe  well  bruis’d  in  two  quarts  of 
ale,  beat  in  four  new-Iay’d  eggs,  and  an  ounce  of 
treacle  of  Venice  or  London;  when  the  liquid 
part  is  well  drained,  give  half  a pint  of  the 
liquor  as  hot  as  may  be  in  a morning  fading  ; do 
it  four  mornings  fucceflively. 

Or,  a pint  of  ftrong  vinegar,  half  a pint  of 
fweet  butter  or  oil,  and  of  London  treacle  two 
fpoonfuls  ; fct  it  on  the  fire,  mix,  and  give  it 
warm. 

XLVI  I.  To  know  if  an  Ox  or  Covt  he  found. 

Grip  him  in  the  back  or  withers  behind  the 
fore  fhoulder  ; if  he's  found  he  will  not  Ihrink. 
Probatum. 

Of  DHeafes,  Diftempers,  Griefs,  &c. 

In  Rams , Weathers,  Ewes,  and  Lambs  ; their 
proper  Remedies, 

Thefe  creatures  are  by  nature  very  tender, 
as  all  creatures  bearing  wool  are,  therefore 
fpecial  care  mu^  be  had  to  preferve  them,  fee- 
ing they  are  fubjedl  to  many  difeafes  and  foran- 
ces;  in  order  thereto,  I have  taken  pains  to 
lay  down  the  choiceft  inflrudions,  as  to  remedies 
fuitable  to  their  ailments  : And  the  mod  dan- 
gerous diftempers  that  afflilt  them  are  fcurvy, 
fcab,  cough,  rot,  red-water,  let. 

Thefe  are  occafioned  either  by  extreme  pains 
in  the  head,  or  by  a plague  caufed  by  infedious 
airs,  and  are  frequently  mortal  for  the  mod  part, 
if  timely  care  and  remedies  be  not  apply'd ; 
therefore  when  you  perceive  any  of  them  in 
this  manner  affli&ed,  the  fafeft  way  to  prevent 
the  fpreading  contagion,  is  to  Jeperate  the  in- 
felted  from  the  found,  left:  by  your  delay  they 

infell 
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infect  the  reft.  Other  diftempers  there  are  got- 
ten by  unwholefome  feeding,  eating  bad  herbs, 
drinking  dirty  or  puddle-water  when  hot,  lick- 
ing up  mildews,  poifonous  infers,  venomous 
fpumes,  cobweb^  or  glutinous  dews  on  the  graft , 
and  many  other  accidents.  Cut  to  come  mote 
nearly  to  particulars. 

XLV1II.  To  cure  nil  manner  of  Griefs  in  Cattle. 

Take  treacle  one  quarter  of  a pound,  hemp- 
feed  a handful,  elder  leaves  ivy  leaves,  and 
featherfenu,  about  a handful  each,  loain  a lump 
as  big  a large  egg,  as  much  bay  fait,'  and  a lit- 
tle foot;  put  them  in  man’s  urine,  and  llir  all 
well  together  ; make  it  warm,  and  give  to  auy 
bead  three  fpoonfuls  of  it,  and  after  that  give 
them  a little  tar  Some  give  them  in  drink  the 
dry’d  flowers  of  wormwood  mixed  with  feme 
fait.  Thus  fome  ufe  fheep  and  other  cat  tie 
againft  againft  all  difeafes  ; for  it  driveth  away 
and  alTwages  any  pain  or  difeafe  in  either  head 
or  body. 

XLIX.  For  the  Ague  in  Sheep  or  Lambs. 

Bleed  them  in  the  vein  between  the  claws, 
and  keep  them  from  drink  12  hours,  then  warm 
fome  water,  and  put  half  a pun  of  wine  into  it, 
with  half  an  ounce  of  pepper,  the  flowers  of 
comfry,  and  leaves  of  wild  tanfey  well  ftamped 
and  infufed,  then  ftrain  it,  and  give  it  the  iheep 
or  lambs  to  drink  in  a dole  warm  houfing. 

L.  Lofs  of  Cud  to  rejlore. 

Mix  powder  of  allom  with  clay,  fleep  it  in 
the  urine  of  a man  all  night,  then  take  it  out 
and  make  it  up  into  little  pellets,  dry  them  in  a 
firelhovel  or  oven,  and  force  them  down  the 
fheep’s  throat  fix  or  feven  times,  at  diflintt 
hours,  giving  every  time  after  them  a fpoon- 
ful  of  elder  vinegar,  and  the  cud  will  be  reftored 

LI.  For  Rheums,  Coughs,  or  Catarrhs. 

Thefe  commonly  come  by  bad  feeding  or  in- 
temperatenefs  of  the  air.  To  remedy  them, 
take  an  ounce  of  powder  of  liquorice,  as  much 
of  dill-feed  and  bay-berries,  a handful  of  the 
tops  of  vervaine ; boil  thefe  when  bruifed,  in 
a pint  of  verjuice  of  cyder;  ftrain  it,  and  give 
it  faffing  to  the  fheep  as  hot  as  may  be  taken, 
and  fo  in  five  mornings  giving,  the  cure  will  be 
effe&ed. 

L Cl.  For  St.  Anthony’s  Fire. 

This,  by  many,  is  called  the  wild  fire,  becaufe 
it  fuddenly  fpreads,  and  is  often  dangerous  to 
fheep.  To  remedy  it,  take  wood-foot  two  hand- 
fuls, of  deer's  fuet  and  turpentine  each  three 
ounces,  juice  of  houfeleek  one  ounce ; pat  thefe 
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into  goat’s  milk  if  you  have  it,  (if  not,  mare’s 
milk)  and  boil  them  up  to  sn  ointment,  fo  bathe 
the  place  afflifted,  laying  forne  of  it  on  plaifter- 
wife,  but  give  them  bay. fait  in  their  water  to 
wh  ink. 

LI  1 1 For  Teeth  Pains, 

Lance  the  gums  that  they  may  bleed,  and 
rub  them  with  lalt,  the  juice  of  fage.  onion  or 
garlic,  2 or  3 days,  and  the  pain  will  be  taken 
away. 

LIV.  For  Ulcers,  or  Apofhumes. 

Stamp  liliy-roots,  m x them  with  r ye  meal, 
the  white  of  an  egg,  arid  ftamp  ground-ivy, 
make  them  into  a plaifter  with  hog’s  lard,  and 
Lncing  the  fwelling,  lay  on  the  p'aifter,  and  it 
will  draw  out  the  corruption  ; then  pm  into  the 
hole  or  wound  a little  powder  of  burnt  alioni 
and  fait,  fo  cover  it  with  a plaifter  of  turpen- 
tine or  burgundy  pitch  ; and  after,  to  heal  it, 
wafh  and  cleanfe  it  well  with  man’s  urine. 

LV.  For  Itch  or  Scab. 

Thefe  are  very  tronblefomc  and  annoying  to 
fheep,  proceeding  from  a (alt  humour  generated 
by  cold  or  wet,  or  too  much  chafing  or  beating 
To  cure  thefe,  take  foot,  rather  of  wood 
than  fea-coal,  the  ftalks  of  tobacco,  and  flower 
of  brirnftone,  fleep  them  ia  man’s  urine  24  hours 
at  leaft,  and  then  heat  it  and  bath  the  griev’d 
part  often  with  it. 

LV1.  For  Jloorlnefs  of  Breath,  or  a lafting  Cough. 

Take  cummin  feeds,  fenugreek  feeds,  and  li- 
quorice grofly  bruifed,  of  each  two  ounces,  of 
the  herb  coltsfoot  a handful  well  bruis’d,  and 
two  or  three  ounces  of  the  oil  of  fweet  almond?, 
or  for  want  of  that  fallad  oil;  boil  them  in  two 
quarts  of  fmall  beer  or  ale,  and  when  the  liquor 
is  (trained  out,  diftolve  an  ounce  of  honey,  and 
the  like  quantity  of  mithridate  in  it,  and  give 
half  a pint  very  warm  morning  and  evening. 

LVlI.  For  Phlegm. 

Take  oak  leaves  or  polypody  ftamp’d,  and 
give  it  in  ale. 

LVIII.  For  Diflempers  or  Blemifhes  of  the  Eyes „ 
DifTolve  in  eyebright  water,  or  water  of  ho- 
neyfuckles  or  faladine,  or  of  any  of  thefe  bruis’d 
and  infus’d  in  white  wine,  powder  of  botearmo- 
niack  and  allom,  with  which  water  take  and 
wafh  the  eyes  affli&ed  often  when  ’tis  warm, 
and  it  will  take  away  the  grievance. 

LIX.  For  the  plague  or  Rot. 

Having  carefully  feparated  the  infe&ed  from 
the  found,  put  them  in  a clofe  warm  place,  and 
walh  them  with  water  wherein  rue  has  been 

boiled. 
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boiled,  as  alfo  bears-foor,  an  herb  fo  called, 
brawn  and  fowthiftle;  then  take  ftrong  vinegar 
and  feetlfit  with  fnffron,  pellicory  of  Spain,  po- 
lipody  of  the  oak,  birthworth-roots,  and  buglofs; 
add  to  the  vinegar  (train’d  a little  aqua  vitas, 
and  foine  fugarcandy,  and  give  every  infected 
(heep  a quarter  of  a pint  in  a morning  fop  five 
or  fix  days,  not  fuffering  them  to  eat  any  grafs 
or  wet  meats  ; and  if  the  diftemper  has  not  too 
far  (eiz’d  and  infe&ed  their  vitals,  this  will 
reftore  them  to  health  and  foundnefs. 

LX.  For  Swelling  of  the  Belly. 

In  this  cafe  let  blood  in  the  tail,  and  give  it 
fome  of  the  blood  mingled  with  fallad  oil,  juice 
of  rue,  and  flower  of  brimftone,  of  each  an 
ounce;  keep  him  in  motion  about  an  hour  after, 
’twill  leflbn  the  (welling  tho’  near  to  burfting. 

LXI.  For  broken  Bones , diflocated  Joints , 
Sprains , or  Wrenches. 

You  mud  take  care  firfl  to  bind  up  the  bone 
or  joint  that  is  broke  or  diflocated,  putting  it 
in  right  order  for  24  hours;  when  fwath’d 
with  hog’s  lard  make  a pultiee  of  buglofs,  ca- 
momile, comfrey,  and  mallows  well  bruis’d, 
with  hog’s  lard  and  a little  acqua  vitae  ; lay  it 
on  hot,  and  renew  it  once  in  two  days,  letting 
the  (heep  be  kept  warm,  and  at  reft. 

LXIl.  For  the  Fever. 

It  is  known  by  the  lolling  out  of  the  tongue, 
dulnefs  of  the  eyes,  (liort  breathing  and  panting. 
To  remedy  which,  fe  par  ate  the  infe&ed  from 
the  found,  then  take  penny-royal  a handful, 
ftamp  it,  and  fqueeze  the  juice  into  half  a pint 
of  vinegar;  infufe  a little  mithridate  in  it,  and 
.give  it  the  (heep  warm  when  falling  two  or 
three  mornings;  drive  him  gently  about  half  an 
hour,  and  then  houfe  him. 

LXIII.  A Cure  for  the  Red  Water. 

When  you  find  this,  look  for  the  fpining  vein 
in  the  foot,  and  bleed  it,  then  make  a pultiee  of 
rue,  bay  fait,  fetherfeu,  and  butter,  and  fo  lay 
it  on  hot. 

LXIV.  To  kill  Worms  in  the  Claws. 

Look  between  the  claws,  and  you  will  find  a 
head  that  is  woolly,  make  a little  flit,  and  draw 
out  the  wool  that  abounds  there,  which  caufes 
lamenefs,  then  mix  a little  tar  and  tallow  ; a- 
noint  it  well,  and  the  lamenefs  will  foon  ceafe. 

LXV.  For  the  Jaundice. 

Burn  two  ounces  of  allorn,  beat  it  to  powder, 
with  an  ounce  of  turmerick ; put  a dram  of  faf- 
fron  to  them,  and  give  this  warm  in  half  a pint 
of  man’s  urine,  or  only  man’s  (tale  urine. 


TREASVR  e. 

LXVI.  For  C holer,  or  SEarpnefs  of  Urine. 

If  you  fee  the  (kin  yellow  or  blneifti,  thele 
humours  abound,  and  caufe  a feveri(h  heat : To 
reduce  them,  take  a handful  of  elder  leaves,  an 
ounce  of  the  feeds  of  peony,  (or  for  want  of 
elder  leaves,  elder  bark)  bruife  and  feeth  them 
in  a pint  of  ale,  and  give  it  warm. 

LXVII.  To  deflroy  Maggots  or  Lice  in  Sheep. 

To  do  this,  take  tar  water,  the  juice  of  bur" 
dock  and  briony-roots,  and  bathe  or  anomt  the 
place,  and  they  will  be  effe&ually  deftroyed. 

LXVIlf,  For  violent  Heat. 

It  often  comes  by  over  driving,  or  being  too 
much  expofed  to  the  heat  of  the  fun,  and  often 
turns  to  fevers,  or  the  plague,  if  not  timely  re- 
medied. To  do  it,  wa(h  them  with  warm  wa- 
ter wherein  (age  melilot,  and  lavender  have 
been  boil’d,  fo  boil  hyllop  and  polipody  in  whey, 
and  give  it  the  (heep  to  drink. 

LX1X.  For  the  great  and  general  Scab  or  Itch. 

This  comes  by  over  much  rainy  weather, 
mifts,  or  fogs,  too  much  expefing  them  abroad 
to  heats  and  colds,  which  breakings  out  being 
perceived,  rake  the  juice  of  rue,  tar  water  and 
goofe  greafe,  and  anoint  well  the  places  as  hot 
as  may  be  endured,  having  firft  dipt  away  the 
wool,  then  clap  fome  light  wool  over  it,  or 
flock  fhreds,  and  it  will  peel  off.  But  to  make 
the  fpeedier  cure,  let  blood  in  the  tail,  and  un- 
der both  the  ears,  and  give  in  a glafs  of  wine 
the  juice  of  carduus  and  flower  of  brimftone. 

LXX.  To  prevent  Sicknefs. 

It  is  requifite  to  do  thus,  fpring  and  fall  r 
Make  a purge  of  three  or  four  fprigs  of  fpurge 
lawrel,  a quarter  of  an  ounce  of  antimony,  and 
a little  handful  cf  dry’d  damjfk  rofe  leaves  ; boil 
them  in  fpring  water,  and  give  a quarter  of  a 
pint ; and  if  the  weather  be  feafonable,  turn 
them  four  or  five  hours  after  to  grazing  where 
they  cannot  come  at  any  water. 

LXXl,  To  cure  Lambs  yeaned  fick. 

Boil  a little  faffron  and  cinnamon  in  fome  of 
the  milk  of  the  dam,  and  give  it  the  lamb,  and 
it  will  grow  healthful  and  ftrong. 

LXXII  For  the  Dropfy,  or  puffing  up  of  the  Skin. 

It  comes  by  over  much  moifture  in  feeding, 
which  gets  between  the  fle(h  and  (kin,  and  can- 
not be  evaquated  by  the  pores,  or  fweated  out, 
and  fo  corrupting,  often  caufes  the  rot.  To 
remedy  this,  clip  off  the  wool  clo(e  behind  each 
(boulder,  and  (lit  the  (kin  there  about  an  inch, 
then  dip  a tent  of  linen  doth  in  oil  of  (pike. 


and  put  it  in,  and  fo  the  water  will  be  drawn 
thither,  and  evacuate  by  twice  or  thrice  renew- 
ing the  tent ; then  deep  an  ounce  of  regulus  of 
antimony  in  a pint  of  ale,  with  a little  fpice 
called  grains,  and  fome  brown  fugar.  Give  a 
quarter  of  a pint  each  morning  as  warm  as  may 
be,  and  the  caufe  of  the  diftemper  will  in  a little 
time  be  evacuated. 

LXX1II.  For  biting  of  (iny  venemous  Creature. 

Get  half  a pint  of  aqua  vitas,  bruife  a little 
handful  of  rae,  and  the  like  quantity  of  fmal- 
lage,  fimmer  them  over  a gentle  fire,  lay  it 
pultice  wife  on  the  place  bitten,  and  what  you 
drain  out  before  you  fo  apply  it,  give  it  the 
fheep  to  drink. 

LXXIV.  A Remedy  upon  licking  up  any  Thing 
that  is  poifonous.

To  prevent  a Ewe’s  cajling  her 
Lambs . 

If  you  perceive  a weaknefs  in  the  ewe  to  bring 
forth  with  pain,  or  fear  the  lofs  of  the  lamb, 
lay  her  foft,  and  boil  a little  horfe  mint  (or  for 
want  of  that,  other  mint)  in  a pint  of  ale,  and 
fo  give  it  her  warm,  and  Ihe  will  yean  with  eafe. 

LXXIX.  For  the  Leaffickntfs  in  Eu>e  or  Lamb. 

Since  this  often  comes  by  too  much  bronzing 
on  hawthorn  or  oak  leaves,  known  by  dagger- 
ing and  turning  round,  through  the  chill ne is  of 
blood,  caufed  by  fuch  feeding,  or  phlegm  amafs’d 
about  the  brain  ; lo  to  remedy  this,  difiolve  af- 
afoedida  in  warm  water,  and  put  half  a Ipoonful 
into  each  ear  of  the  lamb  or  fheep,  and  flop  the 
ear  clofe ; and  fo  the  cure  will  be  wrought,  if 
timely  taken. 

LXXX.  For  the  Running  at  the  Nofe.

LXXVI1I. 


Look  under  the  tongue,  if  you  perceive  the 
fheep  to  reel  or  ftaggar,  and  you  will  find  a 
blifter;  cut  it  and  let  out  the  water,  then  rub 
it  and  the  mouth  with  urine  wherein  bolearmo- 
niack  and  fage  has  been  boiled,  and  give  to  drink 
half  a pint  of  olive  oil  in  a pint  of  new  milk, 
but  keep  the  fheep  warm  fome  days. 

LX XV.  For  the  Running  Scab. 

Bleed  under  the  tongue  and  tail,  boil  balm 
and  turmerick  finely  powdered  in  three  pints  of 
new  milk,  and  give  a pint  at  a time  warm  ; 
then  walh  the  fores  with  water  wherein  elder 
and  burdock  roots  have  been  boiled,  and  keep 
the  bead  twelve  hours  without  meat. 


Smoak  them  with  flower  of  Brimftone  in 
clofe  hotife,  by  fprinkling  it  on  a chafi  igdifh  cf 
coals,  and  give  them  vinegar  in  which  Bayber- 
ries  have  been  boil’d. 

LXXX1.  For  the  Murrain. 

Make  holes  in  their  ears  with  an  awl,  and  put 
in  the  root  of  fweet  wort  ; then  give  an  ounce 
of  the  oil  of  turpentine  in  a quarter  of  a pint  of 
white  wine  (or  for  want  of  it,  in  vinegar)  and 
Iprinkle  the  fheep  with  water  wherein  fennel 
'eeds  have  been  boiled;  and  this  may  be  fafely 
given  and  ufed  for  the  murrain  of  the  lungs, 
occafioned  by  exrreme  drought,  or  want  of  wa- 
ter in  the  hot  feafons. 


LXXVI.  For  Pains  in  the  Bowels. 

As  this  is  chiefly  caus’d  by  eating  food  not 
wholefome,  and  known  by  the  drawing  up  of 
the  belly,  and  the  (heep’s  fpurning  at  his  belly 
with  his  hinder  feet,  often  lying  down  and  fud- 
denly  flirting  up  again  ; fo  to  remedy  this  you 
mud  take  a handful  of  rue  and  fouthernwood, 
boil  them  with  an  ounce  of  corianderfeeds  in 
fome  fair  water  a pretty  while,  and  then  give 
it  the  fheep  warm  to  drink  in  a morning  faffing. 

LXXV1I  For  the  Canker  and  Ringworm. 

If  this  appears  either  in  the  mouth  or  on  the 
Ikin,  by  the  eyes,  ears,  or  pole  of  the  neck 
make  an  ointment  of  fallad  oil,  (air  and  allom 
over  a gentle  fire,  and  anoint  the  griev’d  part 
well  with  it,  and  then  cover  it  with  a plaiffe t 
of  tar  and  flower  oi  brimftone;  and  by  fo  doing 
it  two  or  three  times  over,  the  cure  will  be 
effe&ed. 


LXXXII.  For  Rhumes  in  the  Eyes. 

Get  one  handful  of  calandine,  as  much  of 
honeyfuckle  leaves  and  eyebright,  boil  them  in 
a pint  of  white  wine;  fpirt  the  decodlion  up  the 
fheep’s  noftrils,  and  then  wafh  the  eyes  with  it. 

LXXXIII  To  remedy  the  falling  off  of  the  Wool. 

It  is  occafioned  by  the  drynefs  of  the  fkin, 
through  the  wafteing  of  the  (beep  for  want  of 
rnoifture.  To  remedy  which,  boil  afh  keys  or 
leaves,  and  give  the  water  10  drink  ; give  them 
three  or  four  times  chopt  hay  with  fer.nelfeeds 
among  it,  and  Iprinkle  the  fheep  with  the  lye 
of  woodifhes.

LXXXIV  For  Bots  or  Worms  in  either  Stomach 
or  Belly. 

Obferve  thefe  by  the  fheep’s  ftampmg  often, 
and  ftriking  at  its  belly  with  its  feet,  looking  on 
its  fides,  &c. 

To  remedy  it,  ftamp  the  lea'-p  ( f coriander 
and  wormwood,  fo  mix  the  juice  with'  honey, 
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and  give  it  the  (heep  fading  in  a little  vinegar 
or  verjuice. 

LXXXV.  For  the  Belt. 

Cut  away  the  tags,  and  open  the  fore,  call 
fine  lifted  -ijiouid  01  if,  and  cover  that  with  a 
phufttr  of. tar,  oil  of  turpentine  and  goolegreafe. 


LX XXVI  For  the  Cramp. 

Get  cinquefoil,  or  five  leav’d  grafs,  a handful, 
boil  it  in  a pmt  of  white  wine,  and  give  half  a 
pint  in  a morning  warm,  but  bathe  the  legs 
with  the  oii  of  favin. 

LXXXVlh  For  the  Pox. 

It  appears  by  pimples  brcakmg  out  all  over 
the  body  like  the  purples,  which  difeale  is  in- 
ffftibus,  and  therefore  at  their  firft  appearance 
a reparation  ought  to  be  made  betwen  the  found 
and  infefled  To  remedy  this,  change  the 
/beep’s  pafture,  and  mix  the  juice  of  garhek  with 
Tar  water,  or  very  thin  tar  and  urine,  and  fo 
anoint  the  piinpeh  : Purge  the  flieep  with  law- 
rcl  leaves  and  roots  of  holly  boiled  in  water, 

LXXXVIII.  For  the  Moor  found  and  turning 
Evil. 

Let  blood  in  the  temple  vein,  or  through  the 
noftrils,  and  rub  the  place  with  the  juice  of 
young  nettles,  and  in  half  a pint  of  white  wine 
give  to  drink  an  ounce  of  miihridate  as  hot  as 
may  be. 

LXXXIX,  For  a Water  in  the  Sheep’s  Belly 

It  comes  by  over  moid  feeding,  getting  be- 
tween the  fkin  and  the  inner  rim  of  the  belly  : 
Grafp  ft  hard  with  your  hand  till  it  riles  like  a 
bladder,  then  flit  a little  hole  with  a penknife, 
and  put  in  a quill,  fo  much  of  the  water  by 
prefling  will  ru,n  out ; then  anoint  the  place 
with  a mixture  of  tar  and  butter  to  heal  it  ; 
but  if  it  happen  among  the  guts  within  the  rim 
of  the  belly,  you  may  purge  it  out  with  aloes 
and  turmerick,  e,ich  an  ounce  in  warm  milk 
fading,  for  three  or  four  days  fucceflively. 

XC  For  the  Staggers. 

Get  long  pepper,  honey,  annifeeds,  linfeed, 
and  liquorice  each  an  ounce,  powder  what  will 
pulverife,  fo  put  them  all  into  two  quarts  of 
milk,  and  give  it  half  a pint  at  a time,  walhing 
the  mouth  and  temples  with  vinegar. 

XCI.  For  a Hurt  or  lame  Claw. 

Make  a plaider  of  bees-wax,  rofin,  flak’d 
lime,  turpentine,  and  hog’s  lard;  bithe  the  foot 
fird  with  oil  of  camomile,  then  Jay  on  the  plai- 
fler,  and  bind  it  up,  but  dont  fuffer  the  Iheep 
to  come  in  dony,  wet,  or  dirty  place*. 
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XCI  I.  For  the' Swelling  of  the  Belly. 

It  is  caufed  by  unwholefome  food;  to  cure 
which,  bleed  in  the  tail,  and  give  a drench  of 
water  and  brown  fugar,  wherein  bay  berries, 
rue,  and  camomile  have  heen  boil’d  ’till  the 
witcr  be  v«ry  ftrong  of  them;  then  give  a 
quarter  of  a pint  of  olive  oil. 

XCI  11.  For  any  Defeff  in  the  Lungs. 

Get  red  fage  one  handful,  puilliio,  and  the 
herb  coltsfoot  the  like  quantity,  with  a root  of 
garlick;  bruife  them,  then  infufe  them  in  a 
quart  of  white  wine  ; drain  well  the  liquid  part, 
add  thereto  an  ounce  of  honey,  with  half  an 
ounce  of  mithridate,  and  give  half  a pint  warm 
morning  and  evening. 

XCIV.  For  Giddinefs  and  Dazie. 

As  it  often  happens  in  the  e^cefllve  hot  wea- 
ther, much  troubles  the  flieep.  hinders  their 
feeding,  and  end’ngers  their  lives;  fo  to  re- 
medy it,  let  biood  in  the  temple  veins,  and  flit 
the  nnlevein;  then  take  mint,  rue,  and  baum, 
of  each  a little  handful,  and  boil  them  in  two 
quarts  of  final!  beer;  give  a pint  morning  and 
evening  'fucceflively. 

XCV.  Of  Wounding  in  Shearing. 

If.  in  over  hafly  /hearing,  the  /kin  be  cut  or 
railed,  to  prevent  its  being  a fcab,  or  breed 
vermin,  make  an  ointment  of  tar  and  butter, 
and  anoint  the  place  : And  to  drengthen  them 
after  their  woo!  is  off,  give  them  water  wherein 
lavender  has  been  infus’d,  and  a little  boil’d 
corn,  throw  among  their  grafs  fome  blades  of 
onions,  and  coriander  feeds ; and  after  you  have, 
/bear’d  them,  put  them  in  /hady  places,  led  the 
fun  fcorch  them,  and  feald  their  lkins 

XCVI.  Prognoficks  of  Rot  threatening  Sheep  be- 
fore it  falls  among  them,  and  to  prevent  it. 
About  Bartholo  new- tide,  or  the  beginning 
of  Sepi  ember,  go  out  in  the  morning  as  foon 
as  the  fun  rifes  clear,  and  tade  the  dew  upon 
the  grafs  of  your  padures,  and  if  it  be  bitter  or 
bracki/h,  or  many  long  gliftening  dakes  or 
dreaks,  like  the  weaving  of  [piders  lie  on  it, 
and  fo  continues  for  fome  time,  it  prognodicates 
a ret,  or  a very  unhealthy  winter  for  flieep, 
efpecially  in  the  low  wet  grounds,  or  if  they 
feed  amongd  grafs  that  has  not  been  mowed, 
to  prevent  the  rot  taking  hold  of  them,  rub 
their  mouths  once  a week  with  the  fait  called 
Adracei,  diffolve  it  in  /harp  vinegar,  and  fright 
them  early  about  the  padures  with  a dog  till 
they  be  well  heated,  for  this  beats  the  mildews 
from  the  grafs,  and  other  dews  that  are  hurtful 
to  them  in  feeding,  alfo  the  nettles,  webs,  and 
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flifks,  which  otherwife  they  might  lick  up,  and 
tbofe  contribute  much  to  the  rot. 

The  beft  grafs  for  (heep  is  that  amongft  which 
growsagood  quantity  of  melilot,  felf-heal,  c'over, 
cinquefoil,  broom,  white  henbane,  or  knotgral's. 

To  deftroy  Weazels. 

Thefe  are  great  deftroyers  of  corn,  therefore 
to  deftroy  them,  take  crude  mercury,  falarmo- 
niack,  and  wheat  fl  ’ur ; make  them  up  in  a 
palte  with  honey,  and  Area  it  in  little  pellets 
where  their  haunts  are,  and  by  greedily  devour- 
ing  they  will  die. 

To  deflroy  P if  mires  in  Houfes  and  Car  dings. 

Take  the  flour  of  britnftone  half  a pound, 
fait  of  tartar  four  ounces;  fet  them  in  an  iron 
or  earthen  pan,  that  will  endure  over  a fire  till 
they  become  red  hot;  cool  them  in  fair  water, 
afeer  dry  and  beat  them  to  powder,  and  infufe 
a little  of  this  powder  in  water,  and  where  e’er 
you  fprinkle  it,  the  pifmires  will  die,  oi  fly  the 
place. 

To  drive  away  Serpents,  Adders , or  other  veno- 
mous Creatures. 

Burn  centaury  and  walwort,  and  the  fmoak 
will  make  them  fly;  alfo  flatter  rue  and  afh 
leaves  in  their  haunts,  and  they  will  remove. 

To  deflroy  Caterpillars  and  Flies. 

When  thefe  begin  to  be  deftrudive  to  for- 
ward or  late  fruit,  make  lit  le  heaps  of  wet 
ftraw  or  hay,  and  fet  them  on  fire  with  fome 
dryer,  then  fcatter  on  it  powder  of  brimftone, 
pitch,  or  roflo,  that  the  wind  may  drive  the 
fmoak  among  the  branches  of  the  trees,  and  it 
will  Another  and  make  them  drop  down  dead  ; 
and  fo  it  will  deftroy  them  among  herbs  and 
flowers. 

7 o kill  Worms  and  Snails. 

You  may  do  this  by  flattering  pot-aflies  cr 
flak’d  lime  very  thin,  and  it  will  deflroy  them. 

To  kill  Rats  and  Mice . 

Mix  unflak’d  lime  and  oatmeal  together,  or 
wheat  flower,  and  lay  it  on  bits  of  chips  where 
they  come. 

A good  Receipt  for  Anointing  all  Hurts , Burns , 
or  Sores  in  Man  or  Beaft. 

Take  oil  of  turpentine,  barbadoes  tar,  oil  of 
fwalows,  each  four  ounces,  and  two  ounces  of 
fweet  oil,  called  oil  of  bays;  compound  them 
all  together,  and  (hake  the  bottle  when  ufed. 

Evident  Signs  by  which  a Mad  Dog  may  be 
known  and  avoided. 

A mad  dog  is  feemingly  rapacious  and  thirfty, 
yet  eats  and  drinks  nothing;  his  eyes  are  fierce 
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and  flaming;  he  hangs  down  his  ears  and  thrufls 
out  his  tongue;  froths  much  ac  the  mouth, 
barks  at  his  lhadow ; oftentimes'  runs  along  fad 
and  anxious  without  barking  at  alii;  frequently 
pants  for  breath,  as  if  tired  with  running;  car* 
ries  his  tail  bent  inwards;  runs  without  diftir.c- 
tion  againft  all  he  meets,  with  great  fury,  and 
bices;  hurrying  on  in  an  hafly  and  uncertain 
courfe.  Dogs  that  are  well  are  afraid  and  fly, 
both  at  the  fight  and  barking  of  one  that  is  mad. 
The  firft  mad  fymptom  in  a dog,  is  an  unufual 
rrembling. 

Remedies  for  the  Bile  of  a Mad  Dog , or  any  other 
Animal. 

Mix  one  pound  of  common  fait  in  a quart  of 
water,  and  then  fqueeze,  bathe,  and  wafh  the 
wound,  with  the  fame,  for  an  hour,  and  not 
drink  any  of  it,  then  bind  a little  more  fait  on 
the  part  afftded  for  twelve  hours. 

The  author  of  this  recipe  was  himfelf  bit  fix 
times  by  mad  dogs,  and  always  cured  himfelf  by 
the  above  mixture,  and  offered  to  fuffer  himfelf 
to  be  bit  by  any  mad  dog,  in  order  to  convince 
any  perfon,  rhat  what  he  offered  was  matter  of 
fad. 

Take  the  leaves  of  rue,  picked  from  the  fblks 
and  bruifed  fix  ounces ; gatlick  picked  from  the 
fta'ks  and  bruifed,  Venice  treacle  and  mithridate, 
and  the  ferapingsof  pewter,  of  each  four  ounces; 
boil  all  thefe  over  a flaw  fire,  in  two  quarts  of 
ftrong  ale,  till  one  pint  be  confumed  ; then 
keep  it  in  a b *'tle  dole  flopped,  and  give  of  it 
nine  fpoonfulls  to  a man  or  woman,  warm,  feven 
mornings  following  fafting,  and  fix  fpoonfulls  to 
a dog. 

This  the  author  believes  will  not  (by  God’s 
blefling)  fail,  if  it  be  given  within  nine  days 
afer  the  biting  of  the  dog  Apply  fome  of  the 
ingredients  from  which  the  liquor  was  flrained 
to  the  bitten  place. 

This  laft  receipt  was  taken  from  the  church 
of  Cathorp,  Lincolnfhire,  where  almoft  the  whole 
parilh  were  bit  by  a mad  dog,  and  thofe  who 
ufed  it  recovered,  and  they  who  did  not  died. 

Now  as  thefe  two  remedies,  the  one  topical, 
the  other  internal,  have  fuch  unqueflionable 
teftimonials  of  their  efFed  feparately,  what  muff 
be  their  power  when  united,  efpecially  as  they 
have  nothing  repugnant  to  each  other  in  their 
nature,  buc  the  contrary  i It  is  my  firm  belief, 
that  by  applying  the  one  to  the  wound  as  di. 
reded,  as  foon  as  the  perfon  is  bitten,  and  fol- 
lowing the  diredions  above  given,  and  at  the 
fame  time  taking  the  other  incernally,  the  bite 
of  a mad  animal  may  be  rendered  as  harmlefs  as 
the  prick  of  a pin.
